tion for law, would be rapid. Legislation, 
however, must be obtained, and herein lies 
the ditficulty, as the adverse interests are 
strong enough in legislative circles to great- 
ly delay the will of the people. While the 


principle i in law is no doubt sound and good, 


it is the practical results which prove so un- 


| satisfactory, and this is true to such a great 


extent that we frequently hear it said that 
even those who come out ahead in a suit are 
the losers, as well as the less fortunate ones 
who are spoken of as having lost the case. 

The expense connected with even trivial 
cases is so great, and the technicalities, de- 
lays and quibbles are sometimes so annoy- 

ing, that it is often better to suffer wrong 
than to go to law about a matter. The 
principle of arbitration is now becoming 
more generally recognized. In Great 
Britain it has made considerable progress, 

and the boards of arbitration have been 
established. Last week we published in 
The Commercial an article referring to the 
passage of an act in the province of Ontario, 
providing for the establishment of boards of 
arbitration. The effect of the movement in 
that province will no doubt be watched 
with interest in other parts of Canada. 
Certainly so far as disputes of a business 
nature are concerned, more satisfactory re- 

sults could be obtained by arbitration than 
by law. Disputes of a business nature should 
be and undoubtedly can be settled more 
cheaply, expeditiously and satisfactorily in 
a business way, by business men, than by 
taking them into the courts. In Winnipeg 
we havea system of arbitration established 
and carried out by the members of a_busi- 
ness organization, and the result is a hun- 
dred times more satisfactory than it eicaa | 
be if the law were called in to settle such 
disputes. We refer to the arbitration board 
in connection with the grain exchange. The 
system of arbitration established by the 
grain exchange is of course only by agree- 
of the members. It has no legal 
power nor force, and there are no means of 
enforcing decisions beyond the rules of the 
exchange. We believe there is room for a 
legally qnalitied board of arbitration in Win. 
nipeg, before which business men could take 
their disputes for final settlement. Such 
an institution should be able to accomplish 
much good work, in the direction of settl- 
ing trouble among business men and saving 
expense, as well as saving friendship. Ar- 
bitration is usually adopted ina friendly 
spirit, but who ever heard of the law being 
invoked in a friendly way ?
